Tho Prevention of Railroad Strikes. 
Charles Fraucis Adams, in Scribner's. 

The railroad problem is a deep and serious 
one, especially that between the railroads and 
their employes. 

Mr. Charles Francis Adams, late president 
of the Union Pacific railway, contributes ono 
of the most luminous articles printed on the 
subiect. 

The idea =" sure. reward for long continued 
and faithful service, which underlies his plan 
is so manifestly ji stt that it is worthy of serious 
caiekdiwesion, he railroad men. The ques- 
tion for them will be to work out a practical 
form of the scheme. 

Iie says: 

Itis usunily maintained that tomy the ordinary 
relations of emplorer and @imnp'< ave ion should exist 
between the railroad o eapany he men onerat- 
ing itsroad. If the farmeris dissatistied with his

ence. This fact has to be recognized. For a raifl- 
road to pause in its operation implies paralysis to 
the community which it serves. 

Such being the fact, itis futile to argue that the 
ordinary relations of employer and employed should 
obtain in the railroad service, Something else is 
required; and because something else is required 
-but has not yet been devised we have had the nu- 
merous dificulties which haye taken place durihg 
the present year—difficulties which have occasioned 
the community much inconvenience and loss. 

The model railroad service, therefore, is now to 
be considered, Of what would it constst? At pres 
ent, there is practically no difference between indi- 
viduals in the employ of @great railroad corpora- 
tion. i 

“Here is a fact, and facts should be recognized. If 
this particular fact is recognized, the service of the 
company should be organized uccordingly, and 
each of the several divisions of the operating de- 
partment would have on its rolls two classes of men: 
first, those who have been admitted into the perma- 
hent service of the company; and second, those 
who for any cause are only temporarily in that 
service. Andnomanshould be admitted into the 
permanent servieo until after he has seryed an ap- 
prenticeship in the temporary service. In other 
words, admission into the permanent service would 
be in the nature of a promotion from an apprentice- 
ship in the temporary service.” 

Beyond this, the man who is permanently en- 

rolled should feel that, though he may not rise toa 
high position,yet as a matter of right he is entitled ‘to 
hold the position to which he has risen just so long 
as he demeans himself properly and does his duty 
well. He should be free from fear of arbitrary dis- 
missal. In order that he may have this sccurity, a 
tribunal should be devised before which he would 
have the right to be heard in case chargé of mis- 
demeanor are ndvauced against him. 

Not only should permanefit employees be entitled 
to retain their position during good bebdvVior, but 
they should also look forward toahe continual bet- 
tering of their condition, That is, apart from 
pramotion, seniority in the service 
should earry with it certain rights and 

.privileges, Take the cases of conductors, brake- 
men, engineers, machinists, and the like, there 
seems to be no reason why length of faithful service 
should not carry with it a stipulated increase of 
pay. If conductors, for example, have a regular 
pay of $100a month, there seems no good reason 
why the pay should not increase by steps of $5 with 
each five years’ service, so that when the conductor 
has been 25 yearsinthe service his pay should 
be increased by one-quarter, or $25a month, The 
increase .might be more or ies&, The figures 
suggesied merely fllustrate. So also with 
the engineer, the brakeman, the section-man 
the machinist, A certain prospect of increased pay 
if a man demeans himself faithfully is a great in- 
centive to faithful demeanor. Thisis another fact 
which it Would be well not to lose sight of. 

There ought likewise to be connected with every 
large railroad organizaticn certain funds, contrib- 
uted partly by the company and partly by the vol- 
untary action of employes, which would provide 
for hospital services, retiring pensions, sick pen- 
sions, and insurance against accident and death. 
Every man whose name has once been enrolled in 
the permanent employ of the company should be 
entitled to the benefit of these funds; and be should 
be deprived of it only by his own voluntary act, or 
as the consequence of some misdemeanor proved 
before atribunal. At present the railroad compa- 
nies ofthis country are under no inducement to 
establish these mutual insurance societies, or to 
contribute tothem. Their service, in principle at 
least, isa shifting service; and so long as it is shift- 
ing the elaborate organizations which are essential 
to the safe management of the funds referred to can~ 
not be called into existence. A tie up, as it might 
be called, between the companiesand theiremployes 
isacondition precedent. Were this once effected 
the rest would follow by steps both natural and 
easy. Fora company like the Union Paclic tocons 
ribute $100,000 a year toa hospital fund and retiring 
pension and insurance associations would be a small 
matter, if the thing could be so arranged 
that the permanent employes’ themselves 
would contribute a like sum; and permanent 
employ es only would contribute at all, Once let 
the growth of ae mba like these begin, and it 
proceeds with almost startling rapidity. Atthe end 
of ten years the accumulated capital on the basis of 
contribution suggested would probably amount to 
millions. Eyery man who was so fortunate as to be- 
come a permanent employe of the company would 
then be assured a provision in case of sickness or 
disability, and his family would be assured of it in 
case of his death. 

The moment a permanent service was thus estab= 
lished it would also inyo've further provision of an 
educational nature. That is the companies 
must. continually provide a stock of men 
for the future. Where a boy—the son of an 
employe—grows up always looking forward to en. 
tering the company’s service, he becomes to that 
company very much what a cadet at West Point or 
Annapolisistothe army or navy of the United 
States: the idca of loyalty to the company and of 
pride‘in itsservice grows upin him. Railroad educa- 
tional institutions of this sort have already been cre- 
ated by at least one corporation in the country,and 
they should be created by all railroad corporations 
of the first class. The children of employes. would 
naturally gointo these schools, and the best of 
them would atthe proper age be sent out upon the 
road to take their places in the shops, on the track, 
or at the brake. From those thus educated 
the higher positions in the company 
would thereafter be filled. Thecost of maintaining 
these schools, at least in part, would become a reg- 
ular item in the operatizng expenses of the rcal. 
Properly handied, a vast economy would be effected 
throuch them. The moraleof the service would 
gradually be raised, and the morale of a railroad is, 
if properly viewed, no less 
morate ofan army ornavy. It is invaluable. 

But it is futile tosuppose thatsuch a service as 
that outlined could be organized, in America, at 
least. unless those concerned in it were alloweda 
yoiceinits management. Practically the most im~« 
portant feature of the whole is therefore yet to be 
considered. How is the employe to be assured a 
voice in the management of these joint interests, 
without bringing about demoralization? No one 
bas yet had the courage to face this question; and 
yet itisa question Which must be faced if a solu- 
tion of existing difficulticsis to be found. If the 
employes contribute to the insurance and other 
funds, it is right that they should have a voice in 
the management of those funds. If an employe 
holds his situation during good behavior, he hasa 
ri; ght to be heardin the organization of the board 
which, in case of his suspension for alleged cause, is 
oO ‘pees upon his behavior. Nosystem wi!l succeed 
which does not recognize these rights, In other 

words, 1t will be impossible to establish perfectly 
good faith and the highest morale in the service of 
the companies until the problem of giving this 
voice to employes, and giving it effectively, is 
solved. It canbe solved in but one way: That is 
by representation, To solve itmay mean industrial 
peace.

position and governed the country well. The last 
Evropean who yisted him before Stanley’s arrival 
last year was Dr, Junker, who parted from him at 
Wadelai on January 1, 186. Since then communi- 
tions from him have been irregular and unsatisfac- 
tory, and about the Jast was dated December 2, 1587, 
at which time Stanley bad not reached him. 

Stanley started on his expedition to relieve Emin 
early in 1387, but it was not until June that be was 
able to reach the Aruwimi. His journey thence to 
Wadelai was a gallant struggle against seemingly 
insuperable obstacles, and it was not until some 
time in January, 1883, that he suceeedted in reach« 
ing Emin. He found Emin and his partyin a 
fairly good position and determined to resist 
the Mahdi’s demand that he evacuate the 
provinces. Stanley about the middle of April 
left Wadelaj to return to the rear guard, from which 
he had no news, and he urged Emin to accompany 
him. The latter would not leave, however, 
s0 long as the country was threatened by the 
Mahdi. Soon after Stanley's retarn to the Aruwimi 
in August, 1888, he again made preparations for re. 
joining Emin, and when last heard from he was on 
the return march with a new relief column, Since 
then there have been conflicting reports concerning 
Emin and Stanley. The latest news tends to con. 
firm the reports received late in February, which 
stated that Emin had defeated the dervishes with 
heavy loss in the Bahr-el-Gazel provinee, which is 
on the north of Emin’s province. This victory was 
gained some time last summer. Probably before 
Stanley had made much headway on his return 
journey. Early thismonth it was reported from 
Zanzibar that Stanley was marching rapidly toward 
the east coast of Africa. 


The New York Merchants’ Schemes 
From the New York Herald. 

Phe return of Mr. Blaine to the secretary- 
ship of state seems to have awakened new in- 
terest in the South American trade, and some 
New York merchants met at Delmonico’s on 
the first of March and. organized an associa- 
tion for promoting trade with the other end 
of the Hemisphere. 

The New York Herald descmbes the scheme 
thus: 

The odjects and ailmsofthe new association are 
thus sumined up in a statement made by the com- 
mittee—To collect and groupin convenient form 
facts and information relative tothe national re- 
souTcés, means of communication, products of the 
soil, state oftrade and finances, etc., with such 
practical suggestions as may be of service to our 
manufacturers and business men in general not 
having direct means of information. Also, to co- 
operate with the members of the international con- 
gress to the furtherance of the ends in view in such 
manner as niay be in the power of the association, 
and toextend such civilities and hospitalities as 
are due tothe representatives of those countries 
who take part in the proposed conference.”’ 

“We are very confident ot making the association 
& success, especially if we can have the assistance 
of the Herald,” said Secretary Pierra, whom I yes- 
terday talked with at his office, No. 8 New street. 
“In my experience in the South American trade I 
have found that our manufacturers donot seem-to 
understand how easily they could grasp that trade 
by making an effort. They donot understand how 
to pack and ship their goods, nor what classes are 
best adapted for those countries. 

“Take prints, for instance; if they were fifty-nin 
by sixty-four inches insterd of sixty-four inche 
squa'e, they would sell betterand have an adyans 
tage in the matter of duties. Some cheaper grades 
of goods would bring more money than thcse thet 
cost more to make. 

“This country is far ahead of Europo in many 
lines of goods. There is no question that we could 
comp ete with great success in co.ton goods and fine 
hardware especially.” 

CLUB ROOMS AND BUREAUS. 

It is proposed to have rooms forthe association 
somewhere near Wall street and also in the néigh- 
borhood of the hotels in the central part of the city. 
The former would be intended for business pur- 
poses, while those up town wiil be more for social

The laws, customs and regulations, 
files ef newspapers and everything caiculated to in- 
form our business men as to the vhrious countries 
will be-supphed, Clerks familiar with the lan- 
guage, trade aud general condition of difierent sec- 
tions will be employed at the rooms. 

In addition to all these methods of gaining in- 
f. rmation, special agents are to be stationed at ali 
the commercial centers to keep track of what is go- 
ing on and post the association to the best means 
for competing with European manutacturers. 

FAIR TRIAL OF THE SCHEME, 

At the outset the association is assured of a large 
membership, and there will be both resident and 
non-resident members, by which plan, it is to be 
hoped, all sections of the United States will become 
interested.

Mars 4 and Venus, 
Cammille Flammarion in Syndicate Articl 

The French are not more noted as sleds 
than as romancers, and the following specula- 
tions by the French astronomer, Cammille 
Flammarion, who seems tocombine both qual- 
ties, are interesting and instructive: 

FEW PERSONS NOW DOUBT 
that Mars is actually inhabited by a more advanced 
race of beings than ourselves, less material, and, 
without doubt, more intellectual, The name ofthe 
planet, another anterior to ours, its more rapid 
development, its inferior welghtand density, its 
general transparent atmosphere, its. seasons analo- 
gous toours in intensity, its longer years, lis cli- 
mate, no colder than oursin spite of the distance, 
since we Can observe every summer that its polar 
snows melt cven more completely than on earth. 
Its system of geography, marvelously intersected by 
interior seas and innumerable shores, its rivers, and 
its still enigmatical canals, which seem to put ail 
Martian seas into communication, one with anoth- 
er—ali these elements, determined today, by direct 
observation, lead us to consider Mars as a more ad- 
vanced world than our own, inhabited bya ~ 
manity superior to ourselves, and without doub 
differing strongly from us, but who are certainly mae 
strangers to industrial pursults, judging by the in- 
tricate network whicd the surface of their continents 
present.

DITION STRANGELY BLENDED. 
Btoriecs of the Great Island That Forms the Mighty 
Break water of Brunswick Harbor, With Memo- 
rics of Oglethorpe and the Highlanders, and of 


Modern Changes and Innovations, 


“St. George and Merry England!” 
to? 


“St. Iago des Espagna: 
The warwhoop of the savage Creeks. 
The shrill note of the Scottish bagpipes and 


the slogan of the Highlanders. 
All these discordant notes are harmonized 


in the whispered melodies of the breezes that 


haunt St. Simons shore. 

So strange and unreal is the appearance of 
the big hotel and the carefully planned grounds 
that lic between its sweeping, piazzaed front 
end the long white beach that: fronts the sea. 

Withthe vere name of St. Simons we are 
accustomed to connect the exploits of Ogle- 
thorpe in war and Wesley in peace, and we 
expect to find only memories on this isle so 
full of legend and tradition, fact and fancy, 
connected with the early history of our native 
state. For this reason the modern innovations 
geem unreal. 

But it is there with its great artesian well, 
and its lights, and its telephone, and its street 
car line; and down by the surf where the 
brawny Briton, nude and unencumbered, 
plunged into the water for a sea bath, in years 
agone; there are bath houses and bathing ar- 
rangements,and all the luxurious paraphernalia 
calculated to equip the dainty belle for an 
hour with the surges that swell along the 
she)l-strewn beach. | 

Near by the hotel] is the magnificent camp- 
ing ground, donated- by the owners to the 
Georgia military, to be improved and used as 
an annuel encampment by the citizen soldiery, 
It will be one of the tinest encampiments in the 
world, and here, again, as is often the case, 
history is repeating itself. 

OGLETHORPE’S ENCAMPMENT. 

Up at cold Frederica, Oglethorpe’s men had 
an encampment that was the wonder of Euro- 
pean travelers. 

As it was necessary that these men should 
combine honest labor with the profession of 
arms, so that the soldiers might not be a bur- 
den on the struggling givilians of the young 
colony, these Highland troopers were allotted a 
large tract of ground, near Frederica, where 
they carried their wives and their children and 
cleared away the forests and built them neat 
cottaves, with ample fields attached. 

They raised an abundance of fruits and veg- 
etables, and coiutributed largely to the food 
eupply of the colony. 

Rice the very beginning the idea that peo- 
ple should enjoy liberty with the blessings 
that follow honorable industry, was paramount 
fn the minds of the founders of Georgia. 

The pomp and pride of standing armies and 
the pathos and poverty of an overburdened 
citizenry were repugnant to the great heart of 
James Oglethorpe. 

Of old Frederica there is little left. Some 
broken tabby walls, some ancient clearings, 
some patriarchial trees, and a thousand won- 
drous memories are all that are left to remind the 
modern student that this was a city of promise 
fin the eighteenth century. Oglethorpe had 
his residence here, which is described by old 
historians as having been a place of indescrib- 
able Joveliness. 

Down to the eastward lies that fatal morass 
where the Spaniards found themselves en- 
trapped, as they supposed, by a superior force ; 
and the [English soldiers and their Indian 
allies slaughtered them amg aces 

And even now, as the traveler wanders 
about among the deep woods that skirt this 
ancient battle ground, the vision of kilted 
Highlander and mustached Castilian and 
painted warrior comes up before his fancy; 
andthe winds that rustle the waving grass 
seein to tell of the heroic days that will come 
again no more forever. 

Frederica is a dead city, with a living mem- 


ory. 

The rapacity of destructive moderns has 
even cut «He se the big shade trees that orna- 
mented Oglethorpe’s dwelling place. 

A HISTORIC TREE, 

But here is a tree that is historic. 

If legend be reliable and tradition truthful, 
one has stood in its shadow that was greater 
than Oglethorpe. 

One who was indeed greater than any whose 
wandering feet have pressed the Georgian 
Boil. 

It was John Wesley, the Christian hero. 
whose conquests were in the higher realm of 
souls. ‘The founder of a brotherhood that has 
filled the earth with hope and has taught men 
what it is tolive here and hereafter. 

These woods have echoed the words of his 
burning eloquence; these waters have rever 
berated with hisinspired songs; these soll- 
tudes have been broken by the fervent peti- 
tions that ascended from his pious lips to the 
throne of God. 

I can imagine him, young, chivalous, brave- 
hearted, zealous and eloquent. Standing with 
bared brow beneath the arching boughs of 
this forest giant, while the bearded backwoods- 
man and the sternred warrior listened in mute 
attention to his soft, rich voice, in tones of 
earnest explanation and expostulation, as he 
taught them to repent of their sins and turn 
their thoughts to God and things divine. 

Standing amid the most enchanting scenes 
of a bleasedty beautiful country, he found it 
an easy iask to speak of the grander glories of 
that other Jand that fills the dreams of the 
Christian believer, 

Tomochichi, the venerable chieftain, listen- 
ed with awe and reverence to the words of the 
great preacher, and Malatchee, the fiery prince 
of the Lower Creeks, felt the force of his ap- 

als. 

‘“*Wesley’s Oak!” 

Oglethorpe, founder of a principality civic; 
Wesley, founder of an empire of souls. 

Through the vicissitudes of a colony to the 
dignity of a province; through the storm of 
revolution to the dignity of statehood ; Georgia 

assed from hand to hand until the name of 

ts founder is almost obscured in the multiplic- 
ity of illustrious names that have guarded and 
guided its destinies. 

Through persecutions, dissensions, turmoil 
and civil disturbance, Methodism has grown 
and tlourished until there is not a land under 


the sun that has not been informed of its doc. - 


trines and bettered by the intiuence of its mem- 

bers, and above all that have come since his 

day the name of the sainted Wesley stands as 

high as is the revolving light of St.Simon above 

the lamps on the fisherboats that dot the bay. 
AN EXILE’S MEMORIAL, 

During the days when persecution drove 
him a wanderer and an exile from land to 
Jand, Aaron Burr scughta brief respite from 
the tortures of hisenemies amid the quiet 
calms of old At. Simons. 

He stopped at the house of a friend, and 
one day, in an idle mood, he cut his name ona 
wind@y pane with a diamond ring. 

It remains today, the mute memorial of that 
@reamer who dared to conceive the grandest 
design of conquest and power that ever start- 
Jed a republic. 

There is an old tradition that this was the 
last spot of her native soil that the feet of the 
queenly Theodosia, his idolized daughter, ever 
pressed. 

Further than this, it is asserted by 
the same vague authority, that when 
these green shores grew dim to her teary eyes, 
and the little bark began to breast the billows 
that surged madly with the expiring throes of 
the tempest that forced the vessel into St. 
Simons, a Spanish buccaneer bore down upon 
the fated bark wiich was soon a captive. 

Then, as goes the old legend, this centle 
Woman, the dream of whose daring father was 
to place her on the throne of the grandest 
empire that the world hadever known, was 
forced to walk the plank by the barbarous 
pirates, disappointed in their search for gold. 

On whatever facts these traditions are 
founded it is impossible to find out at this dis- 
Sant day.

THE OLIVE GROVE. 

Of Barr’s more fortunate rival, Thomas Jef- 
ferson, there is also a living memorial here. 

It is a grove of olive trees in bearing, that 
yield a snug little sum to their owners every 
year. | 

Mr. C. P. Goodyear told me, ‘‘When I want 
real genuine olive oil Igo over there on St. 
Simons and purchase it where I know it is 
pure, and it is far superior to what is generally 
sold in the stores.”’ 

This is the result of a Jeffersonian idea. 
When Jefferson was in France he thought of 
the ba)miness of the climate of southern Geor- 
gia, and it occurred to him that the 
olive would succeed there as well as in south- 
ern France. So he procured a shipment of 
seed that were sent to St. Simons. 

The first effort was not successful, but a sec- 
ond trial proved the correctness of the great 
philosopher’s{theory, and the olive grove on 
St. Simovs bears testimony of the fact. 

Out to the west of old Fredericka the great 
Altamaha river finds an outletinto the sea. It 
is a sight worth looking at to watch the long 
rafts of pine and cypress timber that are borne 
on its swarthy bosom to the mills on St. 
Simons. 

And the raft hands who manage 
them, They are the wildest set of 
savages that can be found this side of Sene- 
gambia. 

They bring the great rafts down the winding 
river, traveling day and night as they follow 
the tortuous course of the stream through the 
lonely barrens, and when the voyage.is done 
and they receive their pay, the first thought is 
a grand blow out before they return to the soli- 
tudes. y 

Then they fill their rough skins with liquor, 
and of allthe capering and cutting up that 
you ever iieard of, these raftmen indulge in 
that species that approaches nearest pande- 
momium.! 

After the revel is over they take the train 
for the scene of their labors, neither sadder 
nor wiser, but just the same reckless, uncon- 
trollable gang of woodsmen. 

Up among the barrens you may hear them 
in their shanties at night, singing, gambling, 
laughing and frolicking as innocent as child- 
ren. 

And if you want the finest definition of an 
anomaly that you haveever discovered, peep 
through the chinks cf the rickety door, and 
behold haif a dozen greasy, blear-eyed, hard- 
featured, dirty looking freaks of humanity 
singing, with all the fervor of childish faith 
and simple devotion, the old song— 

“I want to be an angel !”’

A RED CHAPTER. 


ANOLD DETECTIVE TALKS ABOUT 
MURDER. 


Some Deliberately Planned Crimes—How the 
Murderers Were Detected—Story ofa Celebra= 


ted Case. 
From the New York Sun. 

It is an old saying in the detective service 
that the man who plans murder issure to be 
caught. The records of crime prove the truth of 
the saying. In almost every instance the mur- 
derer who escapes arrest had no thought of 
murder ten minutes before he committed the 
crime. He acted on an impulse born of sudden 
passion, and had only to turn his back on his 
victim to get safely away. The mysterious 
murders are the unpremeditated. They are mys- 
terious because there are no witnesses. and be- 
canse the murderer left nothing behind. ‘The 
detective assigned toone of these mysteries 
perceives from the start thathe must depend 
almost entirely on tuck and accident. The 
case of the Chicago millionaire, Snell, proves 
the point. He was murdered offhand in his 
own house by a burglar, whose operations he 
had interrupted. The merderer seems to have 
departed from earth. Rewards aggregating 
an enormous sum have been offered and thous- 
ands of officers have been on the look out for 
months, but the supposed murderer is still at 
large. Had he planned to murder Snell he 
would have been under arrest within a week. 
In that case he would have clues and loop- 
holes. He would not have fled, for in fleeing 
he would have left traces. 

The first murder case I ever had, twenty-six 
years ago, had its parallellast winter. The 
two cases might be called twins. My case oc- 
curred in Rhode Island. The _ parallel 
is the Latimer caseat Jackson, Mich. One 
winter morning, away back in the sixties, I 
leftthe Providence train at a village about 
thirty milés away, to look for a man for whom 
I had a warrant for grand larceny. In walk- 
ing from the depot to the hotel I came across a 
group of women at the gate of a fine old man- 
sion which stood back several rods from the 
street. They were nervous and fretful. The 
house was the residence of a Mrs. Brush and 
her sop, she a widow 60 years of age, andhe a 
young man of 22, The hour was 11 o'clock 
and they were alarmed because there was no 
stir about the house. It was known that the 
sop, James, had gone to Providence the even- 
ing before, but the mother’was an early riser 
and the house should have been open by 7 
o’clock. The milkman had been there as aiso 
the butcher boy and alaborer, but their knocks 
had been unanswered. The neighbors had at 
last ceme to have a dreadful suspicion, 
and a constable had already been sent for to 
make an investigation. 

It was in my line to be interested and to re- 
main. When theconstable came we found 
that we had met before, and le asked mé as a 
favor to assist him. He wasiervous and ex- 
cited, and we both had the same feeling by the 
time the house was entered. I would have 
bet my life that the old woman was dead and 
he was just assure. We knocked at the kitchen 
door until any Jiving person would have 
been aroused, and then we broke it open and 
entered. Everything inthe kitchen was in 
order and the same was true of the sitting 
room and parlor. Mother aud son occupied 
rooms upstairs. One of the women piloted us 
directly to herroom. She lay on the iloor in 
her night clothes in a pool of blood, stabbed in 
five places. Foul murder had been done. The 
first thing was to send for the coroner, the 
next to turn evérybody out doors. The mur- 
dered woman had relatives in town and as 
soon as they got the news and reached the 
spot [ was engaged to take charge of the case. 
I telegraphed to my chief at Providence and 
was told to goahead. Half an hour later I 
was at work Before any persons were admit- 
ted I took the coroner and constable through 
the house to look fer clews, and here is what 
I found: 

1. The key of the back deocr was missing. 
There was a heavy bolt on the inside but the 
bolt was not sprung. Therefore, some one had 
passed out this door and locked it from the 
outside. 

2 There was a stand in the kitchen, and on 
this stand a pitcher of water anda wash bowl 
while-a roller towl hung near by. There were 
damp spots on this towel, The pitcher was on 
the tloor, half its contents gone, while a gill of 
blood-stained water remained in the bowl, 
Conclusion: The murderer had washed his 
hands here. 

3. A hall ran through the house up stairs. 
At the rear end of this hall was a window, and 
beginnfng two feet below the sill was the long 
sloping roof of the kitchen and woodshed. The 
lower sash was raised. The sash had been fas- 
tened with nails. These nails bad been pulled 
out. I found one of them onthe baseboard. 
They could only have been pulled out from 
the inside, The sash bore no marks of voience 
There was snow on the roof,and it showed no 
traces.

She saw that he were a different hat,or rather, 
had exchanged his hat for a cap. 

When he went down stairs, he went out by 
the ladies’ door.

The passenger had his nose jh 
though the light was very poor, tnd it was a 
strange hour to be reading the news of the day 
He was sure tiis pasenger got off at the town 
Where the murder was committed. A train 
left here again,tor provulence atthree o’clock 
in the morning! I found the condnetor of tha

verdict, ane public opinion had settled down 
to the conviction that the crimé was the word 
ofa tramp, who had gotten safely away.

Young Brush dared not entsr his mothers 
room. Hestarted to but backed out. He 
walked up ond down the hall twoor three times 
evidently try ing to get his courage up, and 
then entered hisownroom. I gave'him a 
couple of minutes to work, and then left my 
place of concealment, and tip-toed to his door. 
A chimney ran up through his room and was 
fitted sor a stove pipe, but the hoie was stopp- 
ed by an ordinary tin stopper. Ae had remoy- 
ed this, and was standing on a chair and had 
his arm in the hole when I entered the room. 
For halfaminvte he looxed down into my 
eyes With a frightened, desparing expression. 
Then he mpde aspring for me, and as we 
both crashed to the floor he made a grab for 
mp throat. Tie was desperate, and despera- 
tion gave him false strength, but after a 
struggle os three or four minutes I had him 
thanncutied and helpless. Then I investiga- 
ed the chimney. ‘There was a fire place down 
stairs but it had been stopped up. I opened 
it and found the entire suit he had on when he 
committed the murder. Every garment was 
spatted with the blood of his mother. Not 
only the clothes, but the bloody knife was 
there, It wasafarmer’s jack-knife with a 
blade large enough to prune trees. Nota word 
was spogen betwehn uf until 1 had all this ev- 
idence.

Sitting on a chair in his own room with the 
blood evidences before us, he confessed every 
thing and related all the details.

An 
hour latsr, when I had him in jail, he had de- 
cideu to fight the bitter end. He had rich 
and idiluential relatives. to back himin this 
decision and when the case came to triai he 
was actually acquitted ‘in spite of evidence 
enough to convict him ten times over.

SOMETHING ABOUT TAYLOR, 


Bootbiack, newsboy, lawyer and minister to 
Liberia. That's the record of Atianta’s first colored 
lawyer, Charles H. J. Taylor. 

Apart from the position he oceupics here—the 
first and only negro lawyer and the only negro 
demotrat—there is a peculiar interest that attaches 
o his story. He is yet a young man, barely thirty- 
three years of age, and his career has been a remark~« 
ably succe:8-ul one, ‘ 

Taylor is a native of Alabama. Just after 
the war he went to Savannah, wheré he sold papers 
and blacked boots and saved money, . 

Then he went te tbe Ann Arbor law school and 
graduated there. He practiced law in Indiana for 
& year or two, and then moved to Kansas City. In 
a short while he was elected assistant city attorney 
there, a position that corresponds to the city attor- 
ney’s here. He managed to build up a 
lucrative practice there, and his _ easily 
maintained posifion as a leader ameng his 
people, turned to good aecount in - the 
interests of democracy won for him the appoint- 


ment as minister to Liberia.

“After I resigned that position,’’ said he, *‘T 
determined finally to locate here, and I am here to 
stay. I expected to encountera sort of prejudice 
and to work patientiy against it. I was never more 
surpriséd in my life, for there has bten no prejudice 
toovercome, Judges, lawyers and jurios have been 
uniformly courteous to me. I have practieed law 
in Boston, the home of abolitionism, and I had 
rather practice here than there. : 

‘IT had rather try acese before a white jury than 
before a jury of negroes or a mixed jury. The best 
jury on earth fora nezrois one composed of ex- 
silaveholders, or the sons of the old slaveholders. If 
I knew that my client was guilty and the only hope 
for him wasin a sympathetic spece.. I would make 
ita point to have ou the jury none but titose men 
that have owned slaves,”

“The negro God is black,” says Taylor. 
“When I say my prayers I think ofa being in 
man’s shape, but as black as the ace of spades. 
There is quite as much reason for believing tiis as 
for belleving He is Caucassian- in thisrespect. My 
ideal weman is a black, healthy, talkative. old- 
fashioned negress, I have been sorry thdé%sands of 
times that I am not blacker than I am,”

Taylor’s success here in his law practice 
has been very flattering. He made, inside of the 
first thirty days after his office was opaned, over 
$100. Out of the first thirty-three cases he won 
thirty. 

This success is the more marked when it is re- 
membered that his clients have been of the most 
notorious and most nearly hopeless type—people 
that have plead guilty so often that the verdict has 
become stamped on their faces, 

Naturaily the negr> practice is going to him, and 
his now isolated position as a negro democrat may 
some duy—who kuows?—become a powerful and 
lucrative one. 

And whatever possibilities there may be in this 
really promising career, not one po:sibility is limit- 
el by prejudice.

ARP SAYS 


An Interesting Chapter on Education—All 
the Learning Will Do No Good Unless 
Character Goes Along With It. 


Oh, no, my Texas friend, you are greatly 
mistaken. I ain not oppoeed to collegiate 
education. I have never written a line from 
which you could draw such an inference, I 
have a very fair cducation myself and would 
not exchange it for ali the wealth in the 
world, nor would I write anything or do any- 
thing that would deprive others of the same 
blessing. I could not if I wonld, for education 
fis now Within the easy reach of ail who desire 
it. But what TI do maintain is that constant, 
farnest moral training should go along with it 
in every family and sehool and college. I 
mainiain that it is more important to teach 
the youth of our country inorality than aigebra 
or astronomy. Uf the children are the wards 
of the vation, the nation demands good citi- 
genship more than good scholarship. Now, in 
what schools or colleges is morality made 
paramount or of equal importance to science? 
In how manyis it taught at all? JTlow many 
professors deem it a duty to impress upon 
their punils obedience to parents, obedience to 
law, honesty, truth, temperance, chastity, in- 
dustry, and to do vento others as they would 
have others do munto them? If you say that 
these things shoull bo taught at home, the 
answer is they are not taught at home. Some 
fathers try to, and more mothers, but when 
a boy in his teens is sent off to college 
the home restraint is gone. The bridle is 
taken off before he has formed his habits, 
and he joins in with the vicious, and after 
three or four years comes home with a smat- 
tering of science and some bad habits that 
will stick throvgh life. If the college is at 
home where the parents live the peril is in a 
great measure avoided. But with the aver- 
age boy it is better for him to finish his educa- 
tion in lis own town than be sent away to col- 
lege. (Of course, there are many exceptiens 
to this, fer there are many noble boys who can 
be trusted anywhere. Hone intluence is a 
wonderful safeguard for young and old. [ 
have known men of mature age—men of fami- 
lies—who were exemplary at home to go to 
New Yor on business and frequent the saloons 
by day, and go to see the ballet girls kick 
around in the theater by night. 

The obiection that I have to the whole pub- 
lic school system is its lack of heart, its cold- 
ness, its machinery. The first thing is to ban- 
ish the Bible and merning prayer. The Ro- 
aman Catholics have forced the Bible out of 
the schools in Wisconsin. The Jews and 
others oppose it®verywhere. They will not 
be taxed to support a system that disagrees 
With their faith. 

Is this a Christian country? Have wea 
Christian civilization? Doesnot Dr. Milburn, 
the blind man. eloquently open the United 
Btates senate with prayer? Does not 
Dr. John Jones, another blind man, 
sloguent, open our state senate every morning 
With a Christian praver? Raphael J. Moses, 
@ noble patriot and soldier, was once the 
speaker of our house of representatives, and It 
was his daily pleasure to call the members to 
their feet, that a Christian prayer might be 
offered. Have not all our presidents been 
sworn into office upen the Bible? Did not 
Rabbi Broun say, in a public lecture, that a 
Christian civilization had done more for hu- 
Mmanity and human progress than everything 
pise? Did not that noble-hearted | Israelite, 
Judah Touro, of New Orleans, give as much of 
his great wealth to Caristian churches and 
Christian charities as he did to Jewish syna- 

ogues? Was not Sir Moses Montefore equally 
philanthropic with his millions? _ Is there any- 
thing in the Bible code that militates against 
good government? 

My friend Webb asks me if education § con- 
tributes to the increase of crime. I answer, 

#s; emphatically yes, The statistics prove it 

yond all question, The more education the 
more crime, in proportion to population. It is 


natural that there should be. The boys of 
fourteen commit more crimes than the boys of 
four. They know more ways of doing devil- 
ment. ‘Cheir desires are increased and their 
passions developed as. their wits are 
sharpened, The more knowledge _ the 
more capacity. and aS capacity is in- 
creased restraint must be increased. Moral 
restraint, legal restraint, all kindsfof restraint. 
Line upon line and precept upon precept. It 
should come from the fireside and the school 
and the pulpit and especially from the school 
for the boy is there five days out of seven at 
the most critical period. He is there to mingle 
with other boys and form character. My idea 
of a noble big-hearted teacher is a man who 
feels as deep an interest in his pupil’s moral 
manhood as he does in his scholarship—a man 
who seeks many occasions to point a moral— 
who tells them from time to time the history 
of great men who camo from obscurity. Of 
Isaac Newton and Bunyan and Milton and 
Martin Luther and Joha Knox—who tells how 
Burns and Bryan and Edgar Poe became 
wrecked from sinful passions and Lord Bacon 
from the love of money and Benedict Arnold 
from revenge and Napoleon from ambition. A 
man who shudders at such awful crimes as 
W ovifolk’s and Hawes’s--and who impresses 
upon his pupils an abhorrence of stealing and 
cheating and lying aud runaway matches and 
suicides and carrying concealed weapons. It 
is better for a teacher to discourse half an hour 
a day about such things than to spend it any 
Qne morning while I was 
I heard a teacher talk a 
few minutes to the school about 
the mortification he felt because one of his 
boys had been arrested for carryiug a_ pistol. 
It was so sensibie, so heartfelt and so impres- 
sive that I felt sure no other boy of that school 
would ever be found with such @ weapon. 
Some of the schoo! boys have no father, some 
no mother; soine get no good precepts at home 
and some no gcod example, and so there are 
generaliy about haif the scholars sadly in need 
of moral training, and if they do not get it at 
sehool they get it nowhere. Vice is mvre con- 
tozious and more aggressive than virtue. Ten 
bad boys in schoo! will lower the average mor- 
ality more than twenty good ones will raise it. 
Every school makes its own average from the 
individuality of its scholars, The bad will 
get betier and the good’ will get worse. - Fric- 
tion and assimilation are going on ail the time, 
and henee the teacher must throw himself in 
the breach and raise the standard of good be- 
havior and good morals. It will take parents, 
and teachers, and preachers and the Sunday 
school all together toinake guood citizens out 
of boys naturally depraved. There is some- 
thing in stock and blood of course, but 
not as much as there used—to be. 
Mankind are assimilating. John Smith 
is nearly as good now as John 
Breckinridge or John Randolph, and John 
Wanamaker is better than either, for he has 
more money. Education is like a sharp Knife 
or an edged toolin achild’s hand. He will 
cut himself or somebody else. The Knife isa 
good thing, and so is education if the boy 
knows how to use it properly. What is the 
use of teaching a boy to write if he is going to 
commit forgery as soon as he becomes skilled 
in the use of the pen. Moral training should 
go along with schooling, side by side, or a little 
ahead. Thomas Benton says in his memoirs: 
“T wasin my youth socialand convivial by 
nature, and my mother knew it. It was her 
living and dying request thatI should never 
drink or play cards or use tobacco, and I never 
have. 
temptations of Washington city life and ini- 
quity in high places, my mother’s tearful 
injunction shadowed me like a good angel. 
But for that I should doubtless have fallen by 
the wayside as [ have seen hundreds of prom- 
ising and brilliant young men do.’ 
How mapy of our boys have such a mother. 
Now, under our system of public education, it 
trial upon the parent to send a 
good obedient, kind-hearted boy to 
imix With half a dozen unprin- 
cipled, malicious rascals who fear not God nor 
regard man, but we have accepted the situa- 
tion and mast do it, and hence the greater re- 
sponsibility upon the teacher. The time was 
when the bad- boys who could not be con- 
trolled at Home were sent to Beman or Fouche 
orIsham to be civilized, but that day has 
passed. Boys are now put upon their honor, 
which is at best a weak dependence, but a 
good teacher with weight of character can 
strengthen it. The intluence of a college pres- 
ident is very great if he is the right kind of a 
man. We see that Dr. Candler has recently

That kind of yigorous. discipline will 
build up a school quicker than any- 
thing. How many fathers have iamented 
the downfall of their favorite sons and traced 
it all to their college days. If they are not 
dissipated they are -enervated—no account. 
They have no inclination to work. ‘‘Johff,’’ 
said an old farmer, ‘‘I Sent you to college be- 
cause I wanted you to bave more larnin’ than 
Ihad. Your teacher said you was the smart- 
est lad tn school, and I reckon you was. You 
used to plow and hoe, and ciiop wood and 
curry the horses, but it pears like you don’t 
want to do nothin’ now—nothin’ but wear fine 
clothes and gloves and a silk hat, and ride 
aboutand about. You are chock full of your 
Greek and your Latin, and your silk and your 
saturn, but how are you going to make a liv- 
ing? That’s whatI want to know!”’ 

Tom was teiling his uncle a big yarn—an 
awfully big yarn, and after he was through, 
the old man said: ‘*Tom, how 
many colleges did you say you went 
to?”

Josiah Green's Wife. 


Josiah Green's death was the sensation of 
the hour in Cottonville. 

The dead man’s doctor said that his patient 
had been poisoned, and tliat strychnine was 
the cause of his death. 

Green was a‘quiet, middle aged man, with- 
out an enemy in the world, and this made the 
case a mysterious one. 

Lhe suicide theory was discussed and re- 
jected.

In reply to further questions she said that 
after trying the poison successfully on the dog 
she had mislaid the package, and had neyer 
been able to find it. 

Severai witnesses testified to the cook’s bad 
temper, and to her threats to get even with 
Mr. Green for making her work on the previ- 
ous Sunday, when she wanted to go to a camp 
mecting. 

it looked like a pretty plain case. Matilda 
was a hard-faced negro, with shifty, mean- 
looking eyes, and nobody had a word to say in 
her favor. 

A verdict was rendered in accordance with 
the evidence, and the cook was locked up on 
the charge of murder.

HOW FINE ETCUINGS ARE 


A Fiw of the Best Etchings now before 
the Public, 


The art of etching is as distinct from that of ens 
graving asits results are, though certain of the 
methods of engraving are employed. Its process 
may be bricfly described as follows: 

Apolished copper plate is covered with a ground 
of varnish prepared for the purpose, and upon it 

see design is drawn, line for line, as it is intended 

to appearon paper, with a sharp needle, which 
scratches through the varnish to the plate and 
leaves the metal bare. It isexactly like making a 
pen drawings save that a needle is employed instead 
of a pen. ‘hen the design is completed the eurs 
face of the plate is flooded with aquaforiis, This 
attacks the spots laid bare by the needle, without 
penetrating where the varnish is untouched, and 
bites into the copper, When the finer lines are 
deep enough the acid {s poured off, and they are 
covered or stopped out with varnish. Tie acid is 
applied again and again in this way, biting tho 
lines to the depth required, the heaviest and 
strongest lines naturally receiving the most biting. 
The etcher’s eye and his knowledge are his only 
guides In this process, aud a miscalculation in the 
strength of the avid or the time it is permitted to 
remain on the plate often ruins a fine work. 

After being bitten in, etchings usually receive 
some finish with the dry point. This is a needle, 
which is used to scratch supplementary lines upon 
the plate, strengthening parts which are not bitten 
deep enough, Some ctchings are made aimost ¢en- 
tirely with the dry point, like those of James Tissot. 
Their effect is wonderfully powerful andrich. In 
simple etching the effect is produced by a line in 
the plate, but in dry point it comes not only from 
the line, but from a ridge of metal, or bur as itis 
called, whichis pioughed up by the needie and 
which catches the iuk and givesa softness to the 
edge of the line. 

The bur is produced in all engraving, whether on 
steel or copper, but in line engravings it is seraped 
and burnished away, asthe chief beauty of a work 
of that sort is its cleanness of line. In the etching, 
on the contrary, where a general richness of effect 
is desired, itis often a powerful assistance to the 
artist 

PAINTER ETCHINGS. 

There are two classes of etchings in the trajde— 
painter and reproductive etchings. The first named 
are the original works of the artists, the last copies 
by artists or engravers from the works of others. 

Painter etchings have the value of original works, 
They are esteemed as showing the methods and 
spirit of the artist, just as a sketch by him 
would, The fine etchings by A. F. B shows S$ are.ex- 
amples. Those whoown an etching t ister 

lly own an @riginal drawing by him. The on ly 
Cifference is thatitis drawn on metal instead of 
paper, and can be mechanicaily reproduced. 

The etchings of such painters as Kruseman, yan 
Elten, Henry Farrer, Hamilton Hamilton, W. H. 
Shelton, J. Wells Champney, C. A. Piatt, J. A. S. 
Monks and other weil known artists have achieved 
& popularity with the publie second ouly to that of 
their pictures themselves. 

Good painter cichings always increase in value, 
in proportion to the reputation of the artist and the 
Dumber priutcd. Large editions are, however, 
Very rarely ma ie. 

REPRODUCTIVE ETCHINGS. 

Repioductive etching are copies of pictures, 
Many artists of distinguished merit, -who produce 
the finest original work, are also reproductive etch- 
ers. Witness. forinstance, Walter Shirlaw, Stephen 
J. Ferris, Stephen Parrish, Hamilton Hamilton and 
others. Amongthe bestof our distinctly repro« 
ductive etchers are JemesS. Kinggwhose plate of 
“The Vesper Hour” is one of the most popular ever 
published here, and John T. Bentley, whose archi- 
tectural plates are justly regarded as the most pict- 
uresque and masterly etchings oftheir character 
produced in the United States.

‘What makes you think so?”

That was for Haight for dis- 
trict attorney, Senator Colquitt to do all in 
in hie power to secure this appointment. It 
was understood that if Haight had been aDp- 
pointed, Colquitt Carter was to be retained as 
assistant.

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THE JESUITS IN MONTANA 
They Are the Only Practical Misslonaries 
and Educators, 

When the Indian appropriation bill ‘was 
under consideration in the senate, Hon. George 
G. Vest, senator in congress from the state of 
Missouri, a Protestant, said: 

Now as to education, in all my wanderings 
in Montana last summer I saw but one ray of 
light on the subject of Indian education. I 
ain a Protestant, born one, educated one, and 
expect to die one, but I say now that the sys- 
tem adopted by the Jesuits is the only practical 
system forthe education of the: Indians 
and the only one that resulted in anything at 
all. 

When the senator from Massachusetts, the 
chairman of the committee on Indian affairs 
said the other day that the reason of the suc- 
cess of the Jesuits more than any other sect 
was that they devoted their whole lives to the 
work he struck the keynote of the entire situ- 
ation. Take a Protestant clergyman and send 
him to the west, I do not care how active and 
zealous he may be, he goes there with his fam- 
ily ties; he goes there looking back to clviliza- 

ion, he goes there half devoting himself from 
a sense of duty to this ungenial life, 

Take a Jesuit and what does he do? 

He is a semi-military preacher. He belongs 
to the company of Jesus. He vowns nothing 
but the robe upon his back. If he receives an 
order from the commander of the company gat 
the dead of night to rise and go to Asia, he 
goes without a question. He is a number, 
heisnotaman. Heis segregated from the 
world. 

I talked with Fathor Cavallier at St. Mary’s 
mission who had been 52 years among the 
Indians of Montana, had devoted his whole 
life tothem, had been sent there’ from Italy 
an accamplished :physician and when I visit- 
ed him at his little room in the missfon he was 
lying there, having been- bedridden for five 


years, and still administermg medicines and 
performing surgical eperations each recurring 
day. This man’s whole lifo was given up tothe 
work and what isthe result? Today the Flat- 
head indians are 100 per cer adyanced over 
any other Indian: Of civilization, at 
cast in Montana.

| MRS. WASHINGTQN’S CLAIM. 


WHAT ISIN PROSPECT FOR 4 MACON 
LADY, 


Right to the Possession of Valuable Property 


Government—An Interesting Case. 


From the Macon, Ga., News, 

Judge Hugh VY. Washington, of Macon, has 
recently returned from Washington city, 
where he had been on matters relating toa 
valuable claim of his mother’s. Some time 
ago Senato Brown introduced a petition in 
the senate from Mrs. Mary A. Washington, of 
Macon, asking that her claim for part of Hot 
Springs, Arkansas, property be referred to the 
court of claims. 

Ifon. Samuel Hammond, father of Mrs. 
Washington, and grandfather of Mr. Hugh 
Washington, of Macon, while governor of 
Missouri, bought about 2024 acres of land at 
Hot Springs, Arkansas, near the center of 
which is located the famous healing waters. 
Governor Hammond bought the land of an- 
other party to whom it had come direct under 
the following circumstances: He formerly 
owned 2024 acres of the Madnd Jands which 
were destroyed by an earthquake, and the 
United States government agrecd that all 
parties whose lands had been injured by the 
earth’s upheayal could take land in some 
other portion of the state, and this person 
made his selection at Hot Springs, and after- 
wards sold to Governor Hammond. Governor 
Hammond in turn sold half of the land to 
Governor Rector, of Arkansas, and shortly 
after went to South Carolina where he died 
quite aged, and the land in the. course of time 
got in possession of others, and finally became 
disputed property, and congress appointed the 
Hiot Springs commission in 1876 to arbitrate 
and settle the matter of ownership, and de- 


cided that the land should go to 
those in actual ‘possession or settlement on 
it. As Mrs. Washington was not at that tirhe 
in actual possession of the land, her right hay- 
ing been forfeited by the statute of limitation, 
she did not come in for any share of the prop- 
erty under the ruling. Mrs. Washington en- 
gaged able lawyers to appeal the case to the 
Supreme court of the United States, but 
through some neglect her attorneys failed to 
reach the tribunal by legal return day, and the 
case went by default. 

Mrs. Washington, through Senator Brown, 
asked that her claim be referred tothe court 
of claims. Shedesires to get the statute of 
limitation removed, and if she can do that and 
enter the court of claims she is hopeful ofa 
favorable result. If a contrary opinion is 
given, she would then appeal to the supreme 
court, in which court she will be represented 
by the very finest legal talent in the United 
States, who have informed her that she has a 
strong case, and that her title in the land 
comes direct from the United States govern- 
ment, , 

As other parties are already jn possession of 
the Hot Springs property by virtuo of the 
award of the Hot Springs commission, Mrs. 
Washington does not know, even if congress 
and the courts recognize the justice and equity 
of her claim, whether she will care 
to disturb these persons, .but she 
is at least hopeful that congress will 


be willing to grant her a certain sum on 
moncy in payment of herclaim. A few years 
ago Mrs. Washington recovered rich posses- 
sions in Missouri.

Cpinions of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission. 

WASHINGTON, March 30.—In the interstate 
commerce commission an opinion was today filed 
by Commissiener Walker, containing the result 
reached in respect to the investigation of tariffs and 
classifications of railroads operating in the southern 
states, which was held by the commission in De- 
cember last. The order of the commission is that 
the carriers named in the order of notice comply 
with statute in the particular respects pointed out 
without unnecessary Celay, and make report to the 
conimission of their action In the premises, If the 
action so reported shall seem to fail short of what 
is required by law, further action wil] be taken. 

The methods employed by the Southern Railway 
and Steamship association in making rates from 
Castern cities and eities in the northwest to as« 
signed points in the southern startes are first do- 
scribed. The opinion then takes up the tariffs on 
several of the leading lines 

OPERATING IN THE SOUTHERN STATES 

and reviews their methods of preparing tariffs and 
of classifying freight with considerable detail. The 
principal points discussed are the measure of com- 
pliance which has been yielded tothe fourth sec» 
tion of the act to regulate comtmerce, and forms in 
which tarifis nhaye been made up. for publication 
and filing as required by the sixth section. 

The interpretation of the short haul clause of the 
act, which was announced by the commission: iu 
the Louisville and- Nashville caso, is adhered to’ 
{t was the intention of the law that carriers in the 
first place should prepare their tariffs according to 
their individual judgment, and the commission 
urged thatin doing so they should te brought much 
nearer to conformity with the gener] rule of the 
fourth section than had been their previous custom. 
The present investigation has been for the pur- 
pose of 

REVIEWING THE PROGRESS MADE 

to the present time, and of making such sugges- 
tions as may be appropriate im respect to further 
modifications. It appearsthat upon many of the 
lines considerable changes have been made since 
the passage of the act to regulate commerce. The 
‘arifis of the Chesapeake and Ohio, in the state of 
Virginia,do not violate the strict rule of the section. 

fhe tariffs of the Norfolk and Western £'so con~ 
form to the short haul rule, witha single exception, 
namely, the tariffs from western and southern 
Etates to points on the line of this road in Virginia. 
The tariffs ofthe Richmond and Danville and its 
associate lines have also been brought quite gener. 
ally into harmony with therule of law. Some ex- 
ceptions remain, which are described, andthe 
grounds on which the company claims to justify 
sameare given. The same is true of the Cincin- 
nati, New Orleans and Texas. The tariffs of the 

EAST TENNESSEE, VIRGINIA AND GEORGIA 

are freated at consideranle length; changes which 
have been madein the direction of conformity with 
the law are pointed out, together with other

the tariffs of the Louisville and Nashville at the 
time of the hearing, had not been materially 
changed since the passage ofthe law. The resu ts 
brought out are given at considerable length, and 
are criticised in many respects. It appears, how-

In the Absence of ‘War Vessela—Life and 
Property Insecure, 

WASHINGTON, March 50.—By the destruc- 
tion of the American fleet at Apia, the navy 
department finds itself confronted with a 
serious problem. Short of the China station, 
where there is a small fleet of wooden vessels, 
at least one of which can never hope to suc- 
cessfully cross the Pacific, there are almost no 
American vessels worthy of name in 
the Pacific £ ocean which can be 
sent immediately toSamoa. It would not be 
wise policy to allow events there to drift along 
Without the presence of one or more American 
naval vessels. The hostile armed factions on 
theislands are no longer under the restraining 
influence of a man-of-war representing any 
civilized nation, and property rights, af least, 
might be insecnre if life was not in jeopardy. 

VERY FEW VESSELS AVAILABLE. 

The Monongahela, an old “store ship, carry- 
ing a couple of howitzers, sailed with stores 
for Samoa from Mare Island, California, Feb- 
ruary 21,and should arrive in a week or two 
unless she encounters bad weather. The Dol- 
phin, a dispatch boat, which is formidable 
Pom gh the possession of one great gun, might 
be ordered from China, or the old Mo- 
hican, now at Panama, might be 
sent. to Samoa, but this about com- 
pletes the list of available ships and none 
of them would worthily represent the authority 
of the United States.

THE JURY RETURNS A VERDICT OF 
ACQUITTAL. 

Scenes inthe Courtroom on the Annonnce- 
ment of the Verdict-—A rraignment of the 
Gamblers aud Their Sentences.

At 1:30 o’clock this morning it was generally 
believed that there would be a mistrial. 
The jury was confined in the courtroom a} 
ight. 
ag ee those who had sat up to wait for the 
verdict had arisen this morning thie news 
spread that the jary had made a verdict, and 
would render it a3 soon as court convened. 
Just what the verdict would be was a ques- 


tion of doubt. 

When Solicitor Womack had concluded his 
argument last night the friends of Echols were 
gravely apprehensive, and those who clung to 
the theory of his guilt congratulated them- 
selves upon the prospect of a conviction. 

In that speech Solicitor W cinack immortal- 
ized himeelf. 

No one but a brave, conscientious man 
could have stood up in the face of such odds, 
and let fall such terrible invective. His voice 
was modulated to the low sickening earnest- 
ness of an accusing Nemesis. His words fell 
like barbed arrows, each one of which plowed 
its way toa vital part. His gestures, pose and 
facial expressions, were those of Mephisto- 
plicles when he gloatingly told Fatst that he 
owned him body and soul. He showered de- 
nunciations of guilt upon the prisoner with 
the relentlessness of fate when ho knew his 
every word was failing iike a consuming fire 
upon the anxious bleeding hearts which were 
waiting around the victim to see which way 
Cieteching the murder- 
sent Thomas to his long 
and made a_ physical wreck 
of one other man, aie held 
it aloft and domanded the life of the prisoncr 
as a forfeit, when he knew the death of the 
boy would break the heart of an aged mother, 
and-plunge a whole family into the depths of 
fneonsolable sorrow. Under the influence of 
his earnestuess the blood stains on the weapon 
glowed like crimson fire, and gave a weirdness 
to the scene that made strong men turn their 
heads aside. 

It was under such influences that Charles 
Echols’ case went to the jury and under such 
circumstances that the large audience was 
called upon to speculate upon a verdict. 

It was not known to a great many people 
that a verdict had been reached this morning 
and when court opened the crowd in the court 
room was comparatively small. 

Nove of the prisoner’s female relatives were 
present and his brother John, who has re- 
mained constantly by his side during the en- 
tire trial, had not arrived, 

The prisoner occupied a chair directly facing 
the jury room. When court. was called to 
order and the jury filed into the room, the eyes 
of Echols were fixed intently upon- the 
foreman, Mr. John Bird who held in his hand 
asimall bundle of papers. The face of Echols 
was bloodless, but his appearance indicated 
no visible excitement. Ue held his head 
proudly erect and iooked expectantly for the 
coming verdict. 

“Gentlemen is it customary to call the roll 
of the jury here? 1f see that they are all pres- 
ent,”’ said Judge Raney. 

‘We willwaive the custom, your honor,”’ 
replied Judge Spoer. 

“Well, genticmen have you agreed upon a 
verdict?’ asked Judge Roney. 

“We have,’ said Thomas Bird. 

The jury looked grave and mysterious, and 
apprehensions arose in the hearts of Echols’ 
friends. : 

Solicitor Womack stepped forward and tcok 
from the hand of the foreman a littie silp of 
paper. 

ile stood and looked at it fully a minute 
before saying anything, and then in the midst 
of the deep and solemn silence read caimly 
and slowly: 

“We, the jury, find the prisoner not guilty.’’ 

For a second or two everything was as still 
as death. 

Then there was a confused murmur, and 
Colonel L. L. Middlebrooks, one of the pris- 
oner’s attorney’s, threw his arms around the 
young man’s shoulder and said: 

“Charlie, old boy, you are a free man!” 

Everybody in the courtroom was on their 
fect immediately and advanced toward the 
liberate - man. 

Some fell upon his neck and wept, while 
others seized him by the hand and shook it 
Vigorously. 

Echols Lecame enthused over the occasion, 
and, walking up tothe jury, whose decree had 
released him from the strong grasp of the law, 
shook each by the hand. 

At this juncture Mr. John Echols entered 
the court room, 

‘Tears were streaming from his eyes. 

Ina moment the brothers were in each 
other’s embrace and weeping like children. 

By this time the courthouse was throng ed 
With people. A woman’s scream was heard, 
anid Mrs. Turner, the sister of Echols, and 
Miss Newton, -a cousin, rushed forward and 
threw themselves sobbing upon the breast of 
the young man. 

Judge iwoney appreciated the sacredness of 
the occasion and suspended business uotil all 
of Echols’ friends had an opportunity to con- 


gratuiate him, 

Mrs. Echols was notin court. Mr. John 
Echols dispatch: da mess nger to inform her 
of her son’s acquittal. Whe factihat he would 
be acquitted was made known to him soon 
after the verdict had been agreed upon. He 
Was passing by the courthouse early in the 
morning and several of the jurymen halloed to 
him from the window, baying, ‘‘Hello, John 
Echols!” 

It occurred to the young man that the jury 
could not address him with such levity, if 
they had not reached a verdict favorable: to 
hiv brother. Gohe went immediately to his 
mother and prepared her for the good news 
which afterwards followed. 

When guiet had been restored in the court- 
room the parties who participated in the poker 
game at Lrown’s stables on the night preced- 
ing the tragedy, were called into court. They 
were five in namber—Mr. W.1. Brown, Mr. 
Bamps Cohen, Air. Hamp MeDonald, Mr. 
Evans Lunsford and Mr. Chas. H, Echois.

Judge Roney, after listening patiently tothe 
friends of the offenders, addressed a short lec- 
gure to the iatter and fixed their fines. 

On the cuarge of keeping a gambling place, 
Mr. Brown was fined $150, and for gambiing 
$100. Each of the others were tined 8i00, ex- 
cept Mr. Cohen. Judge Roney told him that 
he was forced to fine him heavier than the 
Others, because it appeared from the evidence 
that he had come to Covington forthe purpose 
of gambling.

It will take Charlie Echols a long time to 
recover from the tinancial effects of his trial. 
The loss sustained amounts to fully $3,000.00. 

lie has. not yet mapped out his course for 
the future. After remaining about the home 
fireside for afew weeks he will leave fora 
long visit to relatives in Mississippi, where he 
may possibly locate. 

The Pitts house tragedy will doubtless re- 
ceive no further investigation unless a move- 
ment in that direction is put on foot at the 
instance of Echols or his friends.

goes so far even es to declare that it looks dark for 
the accused, it does him a wrong. Gentlemen of

Therefore, in view of the latitude, centrality, and 
accessibility of the city of Macon, we most earnestly 
recommend that said farm shall be loeated in 
Bibb county, and near the city of Macon, where the 
climate and soil would necessarily be, toa greater 
extent, adapted and suited to the varied produc:

The Mitchell 
house is one of the very finest hotel. buildings 
in the south, andits cuisine cannot be sur- 
passed. Its proprietor, Mr. Uriah Welsh, of 
New York, is a man of wide hotel experience, 
well known; afid, indeed, the fact that he is 
here attracts hundreds of visitors. 

The Piney Woods hotel], the next largest 
here, is kept by Mrs. Bower, a native of 
Thomasville, who bears the distinction of 
being the first white child born in ‘TThomas- 
vilie. It is a beautiful three story wood 
building having accommodations for about 300 
guests, and is suid to be admirably conducted 
in every respect... 

The. Masury is kept by Messrs. Neal & 
Hamilton, the former a native of Augusta. 
This house has been filled all during the win- 
ter, and, while not as large as the other two, is 
equally good. Mrs. Hendricks stopped there 
during her recent visit here. 

Mr. Masury. the man who owns the latter 
hotel building, has recently purchased a beau- 
tiful hotel sito just on the ontskirts of the city, 
and it is understood that he intends erecting a 
hotel that will rival any in this country.

Heirs of a Little Boy Bring Suit Againt Mr. 
J. H. James. 

Yesterday Mr. R. J. Jordan, who, with Cal- 
houn, King & Spalding, represent Mattio J. 
Adair and Guy G. Adair, with their mother as 
next of kin, Ellen B. Adair, filed a suit against 
Mr. John H. James and Mr. Bozeman Adair, 

The suit is for $4,000.

The claim set up is that Mattio J. and Guy 
G. Adair each held a third interest in the 
property, and they seek to recover $4,000, with 
interest on the same from 1882 up to the 
ene date from J. H. James and Bozeman 
Adair.
